The public hearings held at Bastrop last 
year revealed enough evidence against 
the night riders to ordinarily warrant 5n- 
dictments." Indeed, the evidence very 
clearly pointed to the identity of the mur- 
derers of Daniel and Richard, whose'mu- 
tilated bodies were found in Lake La 
Fourche more than a year ago. In addi- 
tion to these murders the hearings dis- 
closed innumerable crimes against citi- 
zens, including kidnappings, floggings, 
deportations, etc. They showed a condi- 
tion of general lawlessness, in which no 
person was safe from, the threats and acts 
of mob violence. . The law of the parish 
and of the state of Louisiana in that sec- 
tion was a complete nullity, so far as jus- 
tice and protection were concerned. 
An 


authority ruled that was above both the 
state and the parish. 


The grand jury which has just ad- 


journed was the third to investigate this 
lawlessness and the murder of Daniel and 
Richard. 
The groundwork for its inves- 


tigation was laid by the authorities of 
both the state and federal governments. 
There is not the slightest question but 
what abundant evidence was presented to 
warrant indictments. The fact that they 
were not returned shows that the power 
of the state in Morehouse perish is still 
a nullity and that the night, riders arc 
still in control of its affairs. 


It is a menace to all government when 


crime such as 1he barbarous assassination 
of Richard and Daniel goes unpunished 
and when the power of a state like Louisi- 
ana is impotent to deal with it. 
Illinois 


faces a similar situation in its inability' 
thus far to bring to justice the prerpe- 
trators of the ITcrrin massacre. 
AVhat 


are we to expect of Ihe supremacy of law, 
order and justice when great crimes like 
these not only go unpunished, but defi- 
antly flaunt themselves in the face of the 
country?"

Demand For Closed Automo- 


biles Forces Firms Into 


Class Industry 


Since, plate glass has, been holding 


up the output of sedans in the United 
States, automobile manufacturers hav« 
decided to go into the plate glass busi- 
ness. 


In this way. they expect, they will 


assure themselves a supply of glass 
sufficient for use on the large number 
of enclosed cars in demand today. 


.Henry Ford was the firsst auto pro- 


ducer to go into this new field of pro- 
duction. His factory, near Plttsburs, 
Pa., is being used solely to satisfy his 
demand for glass for his 100,000 auto- 
mobiles a month. 


Before Ford, the Fisher Body Co.. 


perhaps the largest automobile body 
manufacturer in the country, had con- 
trol of the entire output of the Na- 
tional Plate Glass Co., but it divided 
its product among several manufac- 
turers. 


Now comes AV. C. Durant with his 


announcement that he had bought the 
entire output of the National Plate 
Glass Co., at Kane, Pa. The capacity 
of this factory is said to be between 
5^000,000 and 6,000,000 square feet of 
plate glass a year. 


The sudden enormous demand for 


plate glass by the automobile manu- 
facturers is explained by the 
fact 


that the production of enclosed cars 
has risen in one year from 30 to 69 
per cent of the total output of all styles 
of automobiles. This year, due to the 
plate glass shortage, manufacturers 
have been unable to meet an 
even 


greater demand for such automobiles. 
As a result, thase who cpuld not get 
sedans, have been buying- open cars 
and ordering all-weather lops 
with 


thf-m as a substitute.

Any 
foreign matter, such as dust or 
grime, has a roughening result if 
permitted to be absorbed into the 
pores.

a roughening wind, we may expect 
our complexions to be in a most 
unattractive condition when the 
first days of Spring roll in. 


Use your cold cream every day 


during the Winter months. The 
complexion needs plenty of oil, and 
it will absorb its required amount 


• during 
the 
cleansing' process, 


which should be given every night 
trefore 
retiring. A little 
cold 


cream, preferably of the thin con- 
sistency, is placed on a bit of ab- 
sorbent cotton and smoothed over 
the entire surface of the face. Be- 
gin at your nose and work the 
cream downward, outward, across 
your upper lip and chin. 
Begin 


then at the center of the forehead 
and smooth your cleansing cream 
in a downward motion across the 
forehead and sides of the face. 
This first application of cleansing 
cream should never be worked into 
the skin by a massage movement.

It is removed with clean linen

scented face powder. Or the heav- 
ier powder may be omitted alto- 
gether if the skin is inclined to be 
sensitive.

freshly prepared. 
Remove the 


shells, blanche the almonds by dip-' 
ping into boiling water for a mo- 
ment, then removing into cold 
water at once. 
Dry them thor- 


oughly when you have taken off 
the outer skin and brown them to a 
crisp in a frying pan of sizzling 
butter. 
The almonds may be 


dipped in salt just before serving 
if preferred salted.
